In the year 735 B. C. Raisin, kin 
of Syria, and Phacee, king of Israel, 
seeing their dominions threatened by 
the waxing power of Theglathphala- 
sar, king of Assyria, entered into an 
alliance. They attempted to persuade 


the king of Juda to join them. King’ 


Achaz refused to join the confederacy 
but instead treated with Theglath- 
phalasar. This brought matters to a 
crisis; and the two kings resolved to 
place their own creature, the son of 
Tabeel, on the throne of Juda. 
armies of Syria and Israel invaded 
the land Jerusalem itself was be- 
siewed. Isaias tells of the terror, with 
which the siege inspired the inhabi- 
tants: “And they told the house of 
David, saying: Syria hath rested upon 
Ephraim, and his heart was moved. 
and the heart of his people, as the 
trees of the woods are moved with 
the wind.” 


Isaias’ Word to King Achar. 


King Achaz had gone up “to the 
conduit of the upper pool, in the way 
of the fuller’s field” (lea. vii, 8). pre- 
sumably to make sure that Jerusalem 
would not be deprived of its water 
‘supply by the besiegers; and it was 
there that Yahweh conmanded Isaias 
jand the boy Jasub to meet him. As 
‘Achat listened to the words of the 
prophet there stood before him a liv- 
ing sign, the boy Jasub; and one may 


be sure that the unbelieving king 
quite understood the method of Isalas’ 
prophesying. The prophet had de-|

before Whom the whole universe is as insignificant as if it 
were not? 

Ah! I am certain that this lesson was intended for the 
skeptic throughout the centuries, and particularly for those 
of our day who want more tangible proof for every tenet of 
faith than they exact for any truth in the natural order. If 
the Son of God had appeared in a form manifestly divine 
there would be no room for faith. The seeming contradic- 
tory sign to which the angel called the attention of the shep- 
herds is in perfect keeping with the sign which Christ gave 
on a later occasion, as recorded in the sixth chapter of the 
Gospel according to St. John. The people had seen Him 
working the miracles of the loaves, and had seen Him walk- 
ing on the-waters, which should have been clear evidence of 
the divinity which He claimed for Himself. They asked for 
other evidence in these words: “What sign dost thou show 
that we may see and believe Thee?” Then note His answer: 
“T am the Bread cf Life. ... He that eateth this Bread 
shall live forever.” This sign is as strange as that by which 
He had pointed to His divinity in the Babe, “wrapped in 
swaddling clothes and laid in a manger.” 

Those who are properly disposed, those of good will, 
are able to perceive His divinity in a hundred ways. What 
did the angel messenger signit. on His birthday? What did 
the chant of the Heavenly choir mean? What the unusual 
miraculous star? The proof which Mary had, the Bible 
says: “she kept in her heart.” 

St. Paul tells us that here on earth we are to “live by 
faith,” and Jesus Himself enunciated the principle under- 
lying and giving merit to religion here on earth, when He 
said to Thomas: ‘Blessed are those who have not seen, and 
believe.” 

If there is to be true religion on earth, people must 
learn the lesson that God must be present in a veiled way 
on earth or there would be no difference between earth and 
Heaven; that our reward in Heaven is to consist in seeing 
Him, unveiled, in indescribable glory for believing without 
seeing. for serving Him and loving Him according to His 
revelation as expounded by those through whom the Holy; 
Ghost guides His Kingdom on earth. 

There is the closest relationship between the Incarna- 
tion and the Eucharist, through which the Incarnation is 
perpetuated for the glorification of God and the sanctifica- 
tion of souls. Through the Eucharist as a sacrifice “glory 
to God in the highest” was to be made possible day after 
day in every city, town, and hamlet over the world. and 
through the Eucharist as a sacrament the peace of God was 
to reign in the hearts of men, a peace resulting from the 
conscious friendship effected by union.
